Apple Watch has arrived! And 
it costs up to £13,500 


What happened? 

Apple has finally released full details of 
its snnartwatch - called the Apple Watch 
(www.apple.com/uk/watch) - and 
revealed that strapping one on your 
wrist will cost you as much as £13,500. 
Admittedly, that’s the top-end Edition 
model, which comes in rose or yellow 
gold; at the affordable end of the range, 
you can pick up the Apple Watch Sport 
for a more reasonable £299 from 24 
April, with “previews” in store from 10 
April. The rest of the range includes a 
selection of materials and wrist sizes. 

Aside from being “an incredibly 
accurate timepiece”, the watch shows 
notifications from your iPhone; lets you 
make cashless payments; and offers 
health and fitness sensors. Additionally, 
you can personalise the watch face with 
numbers or animated animals. 

One aspect many prospective buyers 
have been waiting to hear about is the 
watch’s battery. Apple promises “all 
day” battery life, breaking that down 
into 90 “time checks”, 90 notifications, 
45 minutes of app use and a 30-minute 
workout over the course of 18 hours. It’s 
impossible to say whether that’s really 
enough battery life for a day until the 
Apple Watch is on your wrist. Apple 
added that the batteries should last for 
three years, and said it would offer 
battery replacements for a fee. 

Apple also announced a new 
MacBook with a Retina display for 
£1,049. Unusually, this has a low- 
powered, l.lGHz chip and only one USB 




\ 


port - which also functions as the 
charging plug for the new USB C 
specification that supports data 
transfer, additional screens and power. 
The new MacBook also features Apple’s 
Force Touch trackpad, which is sensitive 
enough to deduce whether you’re 
tapping or clicking, according to Apple. 


How will it affect you? 

The Watch’s launch marks the true start 
of the smartwatch era. Although there 
are already smartwatches available that 
run Android and other platforms, 
Apple’s take on wearable tech is the 
event we’ve all been waiting for. 

If you want one, you should probably 
have pre-ordered it by now. The Watch 
is expected to quickly sell out - well, the 
cheaper models, anyway - not least 
because they feature Sapphire glass, 
which reports have suggested may be 
in short supply. 

The MacBook is interesting for its use 
of the USB C port. The new specification 
means you can not only use USB to 
connect a laptop to your monitor and 
transfer data, but also to charge your 
PC. Plus, it’s reversible: you will no 
longer have to use trial and error to slot 
the cable end into the port because it 
will work either 
^ way round. 


What do we think? 

We’re so used to Apple products 
costing more than rival versions that we 
rarely question the wisdon of the 
company’s business decisions. Still, the 
Samsung Gear Live costs £170, about 
half the price of the cheapest Apple 
Watch, and even the more expensive 
Moto 360 is still only £199. That’s quite 
a difference, and Apple will have to 
demonstrate that its take on wearable 
devices is worth shelling out for. 

However, if you already own an 
iPhone or iPad, and you plan to buy a 
smartwatch, it makes sense to spend 
the extra money on the Apple Watch so 
your devices are integrated, rather than 
having an Android watch and an Apple 
phone. But if it’s more than you can 
afford, try an alternative platform such 
as the Pebble (getpebble.com), which 
works with both Android and Apple. 

The Watch will have even more 
appeal if you own an iPhone 6 Plus 
because it lets you stow your massive 
smartphone in a bag and still get your 
notifications on your wrist. Much of its 
success will depend on the apps that 
are developed for it, and that’s one area 
where Apple shines. 

We’re not convinced that anyone 
needs a smartwatch enough to make 
the Apple Watch the next device to 
dominate tech, but if you’re going to 
keep an eye on the success of 
wearables, this is the product to watch. 

The MacBook provides an interesting 
insight into what Apple the 

future of laptops. However, most of as 
aren’t quite there yet. It's 
possible that wireless 
charging and 
Bluetooth peripherals 
mean we won't need 
cables and USB 
ports in the 
future, but for 
now we prefer 
to have the 
flexibility of a 
few spare 
ports.

Freak flaw patched by 
Apple and Microsoft

FREAK 


What happened? 

The latest bug to hit web 
users has now been 
patched by Apple and 
Microsoft. The so-called 
Freak flaw was found in 
SSL and TLS security 
technology, and is the 
result of the US 
governnnent banning the 
export of strong 
encryption in the early 
1990s. Although that rule 
was later overturned, the 
bug could force browsers 
to downgrade their 
encryption fronn strong to 
“export grade”, potentially 
allowing hackers to tap 
into secure connections. 

Google patched Chronne 
and Android in the days 
following the discovery of 
the flaw; a week later, 

Apple and Microsoft 
released their own fixes. So 
far, there have been no 
known attacks exploiting 
the vulnerability, but 
nnillions of websites nnay 
still be at risk. 

How will it affect you? 

The Freak flaw nnakes it 
easier for hackers to break 
secure HTTPS connections 
to read your nnessages and 


steal your passwords, but 
the attacks would have to 
be targeted. Experts say it 
would take 75 connputers 
at least seven hours to 
crack “export grade” 
encryption. 

You’ll need to restart 
your PC or phone to install 
the patches, so when iOS, 
Android or Windows 
nudges you to do so, 
follow the instructions. To 
find out if your browser is 
still at risk, go to https:// 
freakattack.conn. 

What do we think? 

It’s a shanne that this bug 
was allowed to happen, 
and that weaker web 
protections continue to be 
used. Still, the various 
affected tech connpanies 
have quickly reacted to the 
problenn. Now it’s up to us 
to actually install the 
patches. This is the upside 
of software such as 
Chronne, which 
autonnatically updates to 
the latest version. For 
systenns and software 
without autonnatic updates, 
you should nnanually install 
the offered patches as 
quickly as possible.

EU drops plans to 
ban roaming charges 


What happened? 

The EU is set to back-track 
on plans to abolish 
data-roanning charges, 
according to the BBC (bit 
.ly/bbcroanning367). 
Docunnents seen by the 
BBC suggest that instead 
of scrapping charges fronn 
Decennber, the nneasures 
could be postponed until 
2018. The docunnents 
allegedly encourage 
carriers to add surcharges 
to donnestic rates, even 
though the EU has been 
progressively lowering 
caps on the networks’ 
roanning charges. 

How will it affect you? 

You’ll still need to be 
careful when using your 
phone or tablet abroad to 
avoid racking up a huge 


bill. Sonne 
nnobile 
networks, 
including 
Three, have 
already 
scrapped 
data-roanning 
charges, both inside and 
outside Europe (although 
not in every country), so it 
nnight be worth switching if 
you can’t face going on 
holiday without the web. 

What do we think? 

We’re disappointed that 
these unreasonable 
charges will persist and 
potentially get even dearer. 
Although we try to use our 
phones as little as possible 
while on holiday, we should 
be able to do so without 
paying extortionate rates.

Google launches cheaper Chromebook Pixel 


What happened? 

Google unveiled a new version of its 
Chromebook Pixel (bit.ly/pixel367), 
the high-end laptop that runs the 
company’s Chrome OS. Most 
Chromebooks are priced low - for 
example, the HP Chromebook 14 is a 
a bargain £299 - but the Pixel now 
costs £799. Although that’s more 
expensive than rival models, it’s 
£200 less than the first Pixel cost 
and it has the best specifications of 
any Chromebook yet available. 

The updated Chromebook Pixel 
features a high resolution (2,560 x 1,700 
pixels), 13in touchscreen display; the 
new Type C USB ports that support 
data transfer, extra monitors and 
charging (similar to the new Apple 
MacBook - see story on page 8); and an 
Intel Core i5 processor with a robust 
8GB of memory. 

For £200 more, Google is also 
offering a model with an Intel Core i7 
processor and 16GB of RAM. That’s a 
powerful combination for a web-based 
laptop but, like other Chromebooks, it 
only offers limited storage, relying on 
cloud services such as Google Drive 
instead. 


How will it affect you? 

If you like the idea of Chromebooks, but 
aren’t convinced by the cheaper 
models, the eye-catching Pixel may be 


more appealing, particularly because it 
comes from Google itself. Not only does 
it boast impressive specs and promise 
12 hours of battery life, but its square 
corners give it a distinct, stylish look. 

Still, the low price remains one of the 
main reasons for buying a Chromebook, 
alongside the easy-to-manage, auto- 
updating operating system. If you’re 
buying a Chromebook only to check 
your email and for basic browsing, the 
Pixel is probably more powerful - and 
expensive - than necessary. 


What do we think? 

The Pixel is an odd device. It certainly 
looks lovely, and the long battery life 
and powerful processor have plenty of 
appeal, but the price puts it beyond the 
reach of many consumers. Still, Google 
has done a good job by shaving a solid 
slice off the cost, while significantly 
upgrading the specs, which is 
something we can only applaud. Knock 
a bit more off the price and you’ll have 
our attention, and maybe even our 
credit card details.

Google Shop

Google has just opened its first 
high-street store within a Currys PC 
World on Tottenham Court Road in 
central London. It’s at the very front 
of the store, so you can’t miss it. On 
entering the Google Shop, you’re 
immediately greeted by an array of 
Chromebooks, but we were surprised 
to learn that Google’s recently 
announced flagship model, the 
Chromebook Pixel (see story, above), 
won’t be available to buy from the 
store. According to an employee, this 
decision was made by Currys PC 
World rather than Google, so it’s 
possible that the retailer doesn’t have 
confidence in the more expensive 
model. 

As well as the Chromebooks, there’s 


plenty to 
interact with, 
starting with a 
‘Rube Goldberg 
machine’ in the 
shop window. 

This contraption 
resembles a 
London-themed 
Google Doodle, 
and pressing 
one of its 
buttons releases 
a metal ball, which certainly caught the 
attention of pedestrians passing by. 

There’s also a large Google Doodle 
wall in the store that you can decorate 
using a digital spray can. Remarkably, it 
detects your distance from the wall, so 
the area of coverage increases the 
further away from the wall you stand. 

Another spectacular, multi-display 


installation lets 
you interact with 
Google Earth 
using a joystick 
and touchscreen. 
You can zoom 
out to a 

perspective from 
space or zoom 
all the way in to 
Street View 
level, which has 
a dizzying wow 
factor when viewed on such a large 
screen. You can also have a play with 
other Google products including the 
Chromecast and Nexus devices. 

The Google Store doesn’t quite 
compare to a typical Apple Store in 
size or scope, but there’s plenty to do 
and you can also pick up a free 
Google goodie bag!

Is Apple launching a 
music-streaming service? 






Apple launches its new 
music-streaming service in 
June, according to reports, 
and it will be more expensive 
that it was originally planned 
to be. 

The product, which is 
expected to replace the Beats 
Music service bought by the 
company last year, was 
anticipated to launch at the 
same Spring Forward event at 
which the Apple Watch was 
announced, on 9 March (see 
story on page 8). However, at 
the event there wasn’t so much as a 
whisper about the service. 

Now, Billboard reports (bit.ly/ 
billboard367) that the service will make 
its debut in June and won’t offer any 
free tier, opting instead for a 
subscription-only model that will 
apparently cost more than expected. 

Apple had been in negotiations with 
record labels to try to reduce the royalty 
fees it would pay so it could offer 
subscriptions for less than $10 (£6.75), 
which would allow it to undercut rivals 
such as Spotify. However, it seems the 
music industry has stood firm and Apple 
will have to offer subscriptions for $9.99 
- just like everyone else - unless it’s 
prepared to absorb the extra costs. But 
this isn’t surprising, given that Spotify 
has been criticised for paying artists 
very little for the right to use their 
music. 


That’s not to say Apple’s music 
service won’t have anything special to 
offer users. It’s apparently trying to 
negotiate exclusives with record 
labels and individual artists, although 
according to an industry source the 
company will have to “get out the 
chequebook’’ if it wants to succeed.

A The inclusion of a 
VPN would be a 
great thing to see 
in anti-malware software, 
because it would massively 


improve personal privacy 
when using public Wi-Fi 
networks. This has yet to 
happen in paid-for security 
suites and is even less likely 
to appear in a free edition 
because a VPN service is 
expensive to run. 

As far as changes to free 
anti-malware software go, I’d 
like to see certain things 
removed before anything 
else is added. In recent years, 
several companies including 
AVG, Avast and Avira have 
attempted to make money 
from their free software by 
pushing other companies’ 
tools during installation. 
Some of this bundled 
software isn’t particularly 
useful and sneaky tactics 


are employed to trick you 
into installing a program 
without realising. 

An increasingly common 
method is for security 
software to offer third-party 
applications that install 
alongside their own progam. 
Every time you fail to opt out 
of installing these extras (the 
tick boxes are often pre- 
checked), the anti-virus 
company is paid a small 
amount of money.

This site from Saga Legal Services asks 
you to consider what will happen to your 
personal data after you die. It covers 
various aspects of your digital legacy, 
including cancelling subscriptions and 
saving valuable content, and provides a 
helpful guide to deactivating your 
accounts with popular web services. This 
tells you what to do, what you need and 
who to contact, whether by email, phone 
or post. Sadly, the site only delivers its 
guides in PDF format, which may make 
them easy to print but online versions 
would have let you click through to 
related resources and share the guides 
on social media. 


Described as a rapid-response team of 
“socially awkward nerds”, Internet Action 
Force provides a wry take on modern life 
through original videos and clips 
gathered from around the web. You can 
watch cute animals messing about, 
including a capybara in a supermarket;

M ultiroom speakers use their 
own Wi-Fi or Bluetooth 
networks to stream music 
from one speaker to another, and 
can play music from your mobile 
device, PC, internet streaming 
service or network media server. You 
can start off with one speaker and 
build up by adding more speakers 
to more rooms as and when you 
need them. This lets you switch your

Although these speakers are a 
little more expensive than standard 
Bluetooth models, they’re a 
worthwhile investment.

We listened to a range of different musical 
styles on the speakers, from classical to rock, 
to compare their sound quality. We also 
tested different file types and streaming 
services to check which ones the speakers 
worked with, and used their multiroom apps 
to find out which were the easiest to use.

Sonos has been developing its excellent 
multiroom audio for well over a decade. The 
Play:!, which has been available for around 18 
months, is Sonos’s entry-level speaker. It’s 
relatively small but provides brilliant sound 
quality at an affordable price. 

The build quality is exceptional. The speaker 
comes in black or white, with a 
metal grille that wraps around 
it. The body is uncluttered, 
with just an Ethernet port 
and a mounting point on the 
back. The power transformer 
has been built into the unit, 
and the power cable 
connects to the bottom, so 
there’s just a slim cable to 
hide away. 

The speaker is great, but 
the Sonos app is even more 
impressive. It’s beautifully 
presented and laid-out, and 
easy to navigate. It’s better 
integrated with music services 
than any of the other apps we 
tested, and works directly 


with Spotify, for example, so you don’t need to 
use the separate Spotify app. You can even 
stream different songs to different speakers in 
different rooms, if you’ve got more than one 
Sonos device. 

As well as streaming music over the internet, 
you can use the app to send music stored on the 
device you’re using to 

operate the speaker, or use 
it as a conduit to any NAS 
or shared PC drives 
connected to your 
network. 

The Playil can put out a 
surprising volume of sound 
for such a small speaker. We 
weren’t expecting such depth 
and warmness of tone, and it 
sounds even better when 
paired with a second speaker. 
As a standalone device, we 
preferred the Samsung M3’s 
sound, but it’s worth taking a 
marginal reduction in audio 
quality to get the excellent 
Sonos interface. 



We felt that the Sonos 
speaker’s sound quality 
was slightly inferior to the 
Samsung MS, but we 
remained extremely 
impressed with its range 
of features. The software 
completely won us over, 
providing brilliant apps 
and the best integration 
with music services. The 
quality of Sonos’s more 
expensive speakers rises 
sharply, too, so if you 
were thinking of using this 
as a starting point for 
adding more speakers in 
the future, the Play:l 
comes highly 
recommended.

Most multiroom speaker 
manufacturers use their own 
Wi-Fi standards to allow their 
speakers to share music with 
one another, but Pure uses its 
parent company Imagination 
Technology’s Bluetooth 
Caskeid system. Because it’s 
based on Bluetooth, any service you can run on your 
Bluetooth mobile device can be sent to the speaker, so you 
can basically play anything you like, through any service. If 
you’d prefer to use the Jongo’s own Pure Connect app, you 
can link it to Pure’s streaming service, which costs £4.99 per 
month and has 15 million songs, or there’s a free version 
limited to streaming radio and podcasts. The speaker’s sound 
quality is good for the price with a strong bass, though we 
found mids and trebles weren’t sufficiently separated in some 
tracks. It can play loud enough to fill a room without distorting 
and you can link two speakers to play music in stereo. 



VERDICT ★★★★☆ 


The T4X is keenly priced for such a good-quality speaker. It plays music from any 
service that runs on your Bluetooth-enabled devices, or you can use its own app 
to play radio stations, podcasts and Pure’s subscriber music-streaming service.

The 
speaker has an internet radio built-in, which you configure 
through the mobile app, so you can play your favourite 
stations via the speaker itself. 

If you have more than one speaker, you can control the 
multiroom functions via the app. This can access some 
popular streaming services, but for Spotify, you’ll need a 
Premium account (£9.99 per month). It’s less versatile than 
Sonos, though, because you can’t play different tracks on 
different speakers.

It does justice 
to better quality digital music and it supports CD-quality 
24-bit/192KHz FLAG and WAV audio files, which hold 
more sound data than compressed formats such as MP3, 
so you get more audible detail. It’s bit of a halfway house, 
though, and doesn’t match the more expensive 
Bluesound Pulse for quality.

; It’s important for your first multiroom speaker to sound great, but there are other factors 
, to consider: it has to be able to play music from your favourite services; and if it’s too 
. expensive, you’ll never be able to afford extra speakers to add later. So although the 
Sonos Play:! doesn’t have the best sound of the speakers in this test, it’s great for the 
. price and has a brilliant app to control it. This balance of quality and value makes it 
worthy of our Gold Award. 

The Silver Award-winning Pure Jongo T4X is cheaper than the Play:! but it sounds 
r almost as good. Its multiroom software isn’t as slick, but it uses Bluetooth so you can play 
' music from any apps you like. The Samsung M3 wins the Bronze Award for producing the 
best sound for less than £200. However, it didn’t merit a Gold or Silver award because 
^ the software controlling the multiroom function isn’t as good as Sonos’s. ■

BitTorrent may be synonymous with the 
illegal sharing of music, movies and TV 
shows, but it’s actually ideal for sharing 
any type of large file over the internet, 
not just those that infringe copyright 
laws. 

Sync is based on the BitTorrent 
protocol, and lets you share and sync 
folders securely between devices, 
including PCs, phones and tablets. 

Unlike cloud services such as Dropbox, 
BitTorrent establishes a direct 
connection between your devices so 
there are no third parties involved, 
which makes sharing much faster. 

The biggest change in BitTorrent Sync 
2.0 is the addition of a paid-for Pro 
version, which adds many more features 
to the software and will set you back 
$39.99 (£27) annually per user. As a 
result of this new tier, free users are now 
limited to synchronising a maximum of 
10 folders, but there are still no limits on 
file sizes and transfer speeds. 

The upside to this change is that you 


now get a 30-day free trial of all the 
features available in Sync Pro, which 
include the ability to change a user’s 
permission level when approving their 
connection request; and the option to 
link your devices together using a 
private identity. BitTorrent says this is 
the “private alternative to having an 
account in the cloud”, and it’s certainly a 
more secure one. 


Other notable improvements to Sync 
include being able to share a folder and 
approve a connection from all your 
devices, not just the one that originally 
shared the content; and the option to 
pause the syncing of individual folders. 
You can also now delete a folder from 
the file system when you disconnect 
from it, to prevent anyone else from 
seeing its contents.

Mark all links you've visited

Some web pages usefully highlight any 
links you’ve opened by changing their 
colour from blue to purple, but not all 
sites do this. To avoid revisiting pages, 
install Mark All As Read (bit.ly/ 
mark367), which turns any links you’ve 
visited to purple when you click its 
toolbar button. Click it again to mark 
them as unread. One drawback to the 
extension is that when it marks links as 
read, it also adds them to your browsing 
history, which means you might need to 
clear out the folder more often. It works 
best on sites such as Reddit (www. 
reddit.com) that use long lists of links. 



Hide promoted Twitter 
accounts and tweets 

The CEO of Twitter recently said he’d 
like one in 20 tweets to be ‘promoted’, 
which is bad news if you’re already tired 
of them cluttering your timeline. 



Fortunately, it’s easy to hide promoted 
tweets, trends and accounts by using 
the extension Remove Promotions for 
Twitter (bit.ly/promoted367). This 
prevents companies from pestering you 
with their marketing campaigns and 
provides a more lightweight and less 
extreme solution than using a full-blown 
ad blocker. Once installed, the add-on 
works quietly in the background so you 
won’t even realise it’s there. In fairness, 
Twitter does a good job of keeping 
promoted content unobtrusive, but you 
may still prefer to block it altogether.

Sync your pinned sites across 
devices 


Firefox 36 lets you sync any 
websites you’ve pinned to your 
New Tab page across your 
devices, so you can easily 
access your favourite and 
most frequently visited 
sites on your PC, phone and 
tablet by clicking or tapping 
the relevant tile. To use the 
feature, ensure that your tabs 
are set to sync by going to 
Options, Sync (via either the Tools or Settings menu) and ticking the Tabs box. To 
select a site to sync, open your New Tab page and click the pin icon in the 
top-left corner of its tile. If you haven’t yet set up Firefox Sync, which also lets 
you sync bookmarks, passwords, add-ons and more, click the Tools menu, choose 
Setup Sync and follow the instructions. 


Manage your tabs' memory 
usage 

The more tabs you have open, the more 
memory Firefox uses, which can cause 
the browser to crash. Tab Data (bit.ly/ 
tabdata367) helps to prevent this from 
happening by providing useful info 
about your tabs, including how many 
you have open and how much memory 
each one is using. The latter figure is 
displayed on the tab itself, so if 
a particular page is proving to be a 
resource hog, you can close it. There’s 
also a handy ‘Perform a garbage 
collection’ option that frees up memory 
from greedy tabs. 
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Add icons to Firefox menu 
options 

The introduction of curved tabs and the 
Chrome-style Settings menu has made 
Firefox look sleek and modern, but it’s 
let down by the Menu Bar’s dull, grey 
menus. To make these more interesting, 
install the add-on CuteMenus Classic 
Mod (bit.ly/cute367), which places icons

next to every 
option in all 
the main 
menus, from 
File and Edit 
to Tools and 
Help. As well 
as improving 
the design of 
the browser, these icons give you a 
handy visual representation of what 
the browser’s built-in options do: for 
example, a mask for New Private 
Window and a clock with a cross for 
Clear Recent History.

Elegant Scrollbar Cursors (bit.ly/ 
elegant367) applies a subtle but 
effective design tweak to Firefox, 
which changes your mouse cursor 
according to its position on the 
scrollbar. Hover over the bar and it 
turns into a hand, and if you start 
scrolling, it becomes a bidirectional 
arrow. Move the cursor away from the 
scrollbar and it once again reverts to 
the traditional pointer.

Get free credit for Amazon 
purchases 

Amazon claims that more than half of its 
customers are now members of its 
Prime subscription service (amazon. 
co.uk/prime), which for £79 a year gives 
you free one-day delivery, access to the 
Kindle Lending Library and unlimited 
streaming of more than 15,000 movies 
and TV episodes. Many new Prime users 
get as much

What we liked 

Type Mail, fornnerly 
known as Blue Mail, 
is the best Android 
ennail app we tested, 
offering an attractive 
design and support 
for IMAP, Exchange and 
POP3 accounts. What sets it apart 
fronn its connpetitors is that it 
turns your inbox into a to-do list, 
so you can nnark each ennail as 
‘done’ or set a renninder to look at 
it again at a nnore convenient tinne. 
These actions can be perfornned 
quickly and easily by swiping 
ennails to the right fronn the list 
view; you swipe left to archive or 
delete nnessages (or nnark thenn as 
unread). 

Type Mail also gives you the 
biggest choice over how you 
receive ennails, offering ‘push’ and 
‘fetch’ delivery for all accounts, as 
well as letting you refresh your 
inbox nnanually. You can also 
custonnise your notifications for 
each account, with options to 
choose a sound alert and a colour for 
your LED light to blink when when you 
receive a new ennail. If you’re worried 
these distractions nnight disrupt your 
sleep if you get a nnessage in the nniddle 
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of the night, you can use the app’s Do 
Not Disturb feature to specify tinnes 
when you’d like to silence each account. 

We really liked the app’s top nnenu, 
which lets you quickly switch between 


accounts or choose a ‘Unified’ view, as 
well as letting you filter Unread and 
Starred ennails, or those nnarked for your 
attention. Type Mail also has our 
favourite widget of all the apps in this 
test, providing you with a scrollable 
inbox, a ‘connpose nnail’ shortcut and an 
‘unread’ count on your honne screen. 

By default, the app adds ‘Sent fronn 
Type Mail’ to the end of your ennails, but 
you can easily delete this and create 
your own custonn signature using Rich 
Text Fornnat and innages. 

How it can be improved 

There was very little that we could find 
fault with in Type Mail, but its interface 
is slightly nnore convoluted than sonne 
of its connpetitors. If we could borrow 
one feature fronn the other apps, it 
would be Mailwise’s ennail grouping, 
which would provide extra help with 
keeping your inbox tidy. 


OUR VERDICT 

Type Mail offered the best 
combination of features and 
performance of all the email apps 
we tested.

How it can be improved 

Our biggest gripe with 
Mailwise is that its primary 
search bar doesn’t search 
emails stored on the 
server.

The Document Foundation’s free office suite has 
been updated with an improved interface and 
new features. Here’s what you need to know 




The Standard and

A s good as Microsoft Office is, its 
Home and Student edition is 
restricted to a single PC, while 
Office 365 requires that you sign-up to 
an annual subscription. 

LibreOffice is an excellent free 
alternative that’s evolved from the same 
code as the OpenOffice suite. It 
comprises six applications: Writer (word 


processor); Calc (spreadsheet); Impress 
(presentation and slideshow creator); 
Draw (vector drawing program for 
creating diagrams and flow charts); Base 
(database); and Math (editor for 
mathematical equations). It’s now been 
redesigned with several useful new 
features that make working with 
documents and spreadsheets even easier.

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Check for and remove 
Superfish, and similar risks

I f you own a Lenovo computer, you may already have 
encountered Superfish, a program that the computer 
manufacturer pre-installed on its PCs until it was found to be a 
security risk in February. Even if you don’t have a Lenovo PC, you 
might have unknowingly installed software that uses the same 
underlying technology, probably as a PUP (Potentially Unwanted 
Program) that came bundled with legitimate software. 

Researchers such as Filippo Valdorsa (bit.ly/filippo367) have 
pointed the finger at Komodia (www.komodia.com), which created 
the framework these programs are based upon. This Komodia 
software changes Windows’ security certificates so it can replace 
the adverts displayed on your computer, even on supposedly 
secure sites (with https-prefix addresses) such as shops and banks, 
with ads from its own sources. It has since been fixed, but 
vulnerable versions may still be lurking on your PC. You should 
check that these programs aren’t running on your computer and, if 
they are, remove them. We’ll show you how in this Workshop.

Get to grips with some serious PC DIY to boost 
your computer’s performance 


Upgrade your PC to boost 
its gaming potential 


Wayne Williams guides you through the hardware you need to turn 
your computer into the ultimate games machine 



A modern PC should be able to handle most 

games, but if you want to get the best out of the 
most graphically intensive titles, you’ll need to 
give your computer a boost. With some simple 
hardware upgrades, you can transform your humble 
home computer into a gaming powerhouse that’s able 
to deliver jaw-dropping graphics and blistering 


performance. 

In this three-page guide, we reveal the hardware you 
need to gain a competitive edge, whether that means 
improving the graphics hardware or buying the best 
gaming peripherals. And if you don’t want to do the 
upgrading yourself, we also recommend some brilliant 
ready-made gaming PCs to suit all budgets. 


Get a new graphics card 

The easiest way to boost your PC’s 
gaming performance is to install a new, 
more powerful graphics card. These are 
available from numerous manufacturers, 
but they all use hardware produced by 
either Nvidia (GeForce) or AMD 
(Radeon). Before you buy, it’s worth 
using a site such as Tom’s Hardware 
(www.tomshardware.com) to find out 
which card best suits your needs and 


budget. Prices vary, but essentially you 
get what you pay for, and a really 
powerful graphics card could set you 
back a few hundred pounds. 

You’ll also need to check what type of 
socket your motherboard is equipped 
with (it’s probably PCI-Express) so the 
card you buy is compatible. Some PCs 
have more than one socket, which means 
you can have two graphics cards running 
side-by-side. While this will provide 


spectacular graphics performance, it will 
also cost twice as much. 

If that kind of spending is beyond your 
budget, consider the Nvidia-powered MSI 
GT 730 Low Profile graphics card, which 
Scan sells for just under £50 (bit.ly/ 
msinv367). If you can afford more, then 
the Sapphire AMD Radeon R9 280 
Dual-X OC GDDR5 is a good all-rounder. 
Overclockers sells it for £156 (bit.ly/ 
sapp367). The Gigabyte GTX 970 G1 
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Graphics cards vary dramatically 
in price but the more you pay the 
more power your card will have

Gaming Nvidia (bit.ly/giga367) is another 
excellent choice, but it will set you back 
£310. But if money is truly no object and 
you want the absolute best, then go for 
the MSI Radeon R9 295 X2 8192MB 
GDDR5 (bit.ly/msirad367), which costs a 
heart-stopping £690.

Boost your memory 

The more memory you have installed, the 
better your PC’s performance, although 
the amount of memory you can install 
will depend on your processor type and 
Windows version. If your PC is a few 
years old, it will probably take DDR3

(www.roccat.org), Razer (www 
.razerzone.com), and Logitech (gaming 
.logitech.com) all offer a good selection 
of gaming peripherals. Logitech’s new 
G303 Daedalus Apex Performance 
Edition Gaming Mouse (£55) promises 
exceptional tracking and maximum 
responsiveness. The sensor can be tuned 
to match the properties of your mouse 
mat’s surface, and its programmable RGB 
lighting looks very cool. 

You could pair it with Logitech’s new 
G910 Orion Spark RGB Mechanical 
Gaming Keyboard, which costs £159 and 
also offers RGB illumination. Logitech 
claims it’s the “world’s fastest mechanical 
gaming keyboard”.

RAM. If it’s newer, then it may have 
DDR4. You can find a good selection of 
high-performance memory modules at 
Crucial (bit.ly/crucial367) and Corsair 
(www.corsair.com). Kingston recently 
launched HyperX Fury DDR4 RAM 
(bit.ly/fury367), which automatically 
recognises its host platform and 
overclocks itself to the highest 
published frequency. It’s not cheap, 
though: 32GB (in a 4 x 8GB 
configuration) costs around £390. 


Take control of your 
games 

There’s a wide selection of 
controllers on offer, including 
gaming-specific keyboards, mice, 
joypads and joysticks. The type of 
controller you need will depend on 
the kind of games you play. If 
you’re into multi-player first-person 
shooters, then you’ll need a quality 
keyboard and mouse (and a mouse mat 
designed to reduce friction). Roccat 



MINI WORKSHOP I Install a new graphics card

Adding power-hungry components, such 
as one or more graphics cards, might 
mean you need a new PSU (Power Supply 
Unit). A 650W model might suffice, but 
it’s best to get a 750W+ PSU. You can 
work out your system’s needs using the 
extreme Power Supply Calculator Lite 
(bit.ly/powercalc367). Overclockers UK 
(www.overclockers.co.uk) has a good 
selection of PSUs. 

Keeping it cool 

The more high-performance components 
you add to the inside of your PC, the 
hotter it will get, and heat is the enemy 
of electrical components. You should 
consider adding some additional fans to 
whip away the heat building up inside 
your computer’s case, especially if you 
have two graphics cards. Alternatively, 
you could consider watercooling your PC 
(bit.ly/watercool367). Although this 
method is very efficient and it’s easy 
enough to install a sealed unit, a 
watercooled system is more expensive, 
makes more noise, requires greater 
maintenance and takes up more room 
than a fan. 

Get the best monitor 

You might not think that a new monitor 
will do much to improve your gaming, 
but you’d be surprised. A bigger full-HD 
or Ultra HD (4K) screen will make games 
look better and more immersive, but a 
high refresh rate and equally speedy 
response time will make everything 
appear much smoother, too. AOC 
(aoc-europe.com) offers a large selection 
of cutting-edge monitors specifically for 
gamers, including the 24in G2460PQU, 
which costs £216, and the 27in 
G2770PQU, which is around £288. ■

Chillblast (www.chillblast.com) also 
offers an excellent selection of gaming 
PCs. Our favourites are the Chillblast 
Fusion Quasar Haswell PC (bit.ly/ 
fusionquasar367), which costs from 
£599.99, and the Chillblast Fusion 
Slipstream Z97 Haswell Gaming PC 
(bit.ly/fusionslipstream367), priced 


from £739. Both Chillblast systems are 
cheaper to buy ready-made than it 
would cost to separately purchase 
their components, and the company 
also offers a multi-award-winning 
warranty package that covers your PC 
for five years.

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TOP TIPS FOR A FASTER START-UP

Hide the clutter 


A utoruns (bit.ly/runs367) lists everything 
that loads when Windows starts, which 
is a bewilderingly long inventory of 
programs, drivers, services and other items. To 
strip away any unnecessary and confusing 
clutter, go to the Options menu and hide 
Windows, Microsoft and empty locations. This 
filters out essential items that you shouldn’t 
tamper with and unimportant stuff that can be 
ignored. Alternatively, disregard the 
Everything tab because it contains far too 
much information and use the other tabs to 
see shorter lists of relevant start-up items. 

Click the Refresh toolbar button after 
changing the options. 

Hide start-up items that are essentiai 
to Windows or beiong to Microsoft 
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Disable start-up items 

Autoruns lets you modify the list of 
programs that start with Windows, and 
disable or delete entries. Clear an item’s 
tick box to stop it launching on the next 
boot-up. If you’re thinking of deleting an 
item, disable it first, then restart and use 
your PC several times to ensure that the 
item won’t be missed. If you find that 
your PC needs the item to operate 
properly, click the tick box to enable it 
again and restart Windows. If you’re 
happy to remove the item, right-click its 
entry and select Delete. It’s a very 
simple system - the hard part is figuring 
out what can be disabled. 

What to look for 

Many start-up items have names that 
mean very little to most people, which 


If you see words that look like 
they've been typed in a 
typewriter, follow the instructions 
and type them exactly as they 
appear, paying close attention to 
spaces and punctuation. 


makes it difficult to work out whether 
they are essential or optional, malware 
or adware. The way to deal with lots of 
obscure entries is to look down the 
Publisher column for companies that 
you either don’t know or don’t trust. 
Entries for your PC’s manufacturer, Intel, 
Nvidia, AMD and a few others are all 
related to the hardware and are 
essential, so ignore them. Trusted 
software companies such as Google, 
Apple, your anti-virus software supplier 
and others can also be skipped. When 
looking for programs in the start-up list 


that you can disable, keep an eye out 
for entries from companies you have 
never heard of or those without 
names or descriptions. Looking up 
and checking every entry on a long 
list may seem overwhelming, but once 
you’ve followed these steps you’ll be 
left with just a few items that are 
suspicious and need researching. 

Red and yellow warnings 

As you browse the start-up items on 
the tabs in Autoruns, you may see 
some entries highlighted in red. While 
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red normally indicates danger, this is not 
necessarily true in Autoruns where it 
indicates that an item does not have a 
company name or description. This 
could be because the developer simply 
didn’t bother to include it when creating 
the program, driver or service; but it 
may equally be because the developer, 
perhaps a malware author, is trying to 
hide something. Just don’t jump to the 
conclusion that red items are malware 
and should therefore be immediately 
disabled, because this may not be the 
case. 

Yellow is used to highlight start-up 
entries that point to a file that cannot be 
found. This situation can occur when 
software is uninstalled and the 
uninstaller fails to remove its start-up 
entries. Clear the tick against yellow 
start-up items to prevent Windows from 
wasting time searching the drive for files 
that no longer exist. 

Use VirusTotal 

VirusTotal (www.virustotal.com) is a 
website that can be used to check 
whether a file is malware or not. You 
upload the file to the site and, after it’s 
scanned by over 50 different anti-virus 
products, the results are displayed. This 
facility is built into the latest version of 
Autoruns, which lets you right-click a 
start-up item and select Check 
VirusTotal from the menu. 



Right-dick an item to check it for malware 
with VirusTotal 


The result is shown in the VirusTotal 
column (make the window bigger if you 
can’t see it) and displayed as a ratio, 
such as 0/56. This means that 56 
scanners were used and 0 reported that 
the file was malware. That’s obviously 
the best case result; worst case would 
be 56/56, where 56 out of 56 anti-virus 
programs report it as malware. Getting 
results of 1/56 or 2/56 could be due to 
false positives, so they are rarely worth 
worrying about. 

The result in the VirusTotal column is a 
blue underlined hyperlink and clicking it 
opens a browser showing the results 
page. You can see which anti-virus 
programs were used and the scan result 
from each one.

Filter Autoruns results 

The entries for a particular program 
or company won’t be neatly grouped 
under one tab or listed together, but 
are more likely to be scattered across 
several tabs or buried among the long 
list of items on the Everything tab. To 
only display the items you are 
interested in, select the Everything 
tab and enter the program or 
company name in the Filter box in the 
toolbar. The filter facility has been 
improved in the latest version of 
Autoruns and is useful for removing 
distracting entries, so you can focus 
on what is important. 



Enter a keyword in the filter box to view 
only the items you are interested in 

Compare start-up lists 

Autoruns has a brilliant feature that 
lets you see what changes are made 
to your PC’s start-up items when a 
program is installed or uninstalled. 

To see this in action, start Autoruns 
and, when it’s finished scanning and 
has displayed all the start-up entries, 
click File, Save. Name the file and save 
it to the Documents folder. 

Quit Autoruns, install some 
software on your PC, then run the 
new program at least once to make 
sure it has made all the changes that 
it is going to make. Now quit the 
program, start Autoruns, select File, 
Compare, and select the file you 
saved earlier. Entries highlighted in 
green are additions made by the 


newly installed software; red ones are 
items that have been deleted. This 
shows you exactly what installing the 
software has changed. 

Sometimes a program has a ‘Start 
with Windows’ option in its settings 
that can be turned on or off. If it 
doesn’t, you can go to the Autoruns 
start-up list and clear the tick against 
its entries. 

You can check the effects of 
uninstalling software in the same way 
as you did when installing it; use the 
Save facility in Autoruns before and 
after to see what changes have been 
made. In this case, however, you want 
to check that every item related to the 
software has been removed, because 
some programs are guilty of leaving 
behind start-up items when they are 
uninstalled. Comparing the scan 
before and after, and using the filter 
box to list start-up items relating to 
the company or program you’ve 
uninstalled, will help you clean up any 
left-overs. 

Research with Google 

When a suspicious start-up item is 
found and you don’t know whether it 
is safe, research it online to see if 
anything turns up. Right-click a 
start-up entry and select ‘Search 
online’ from the menu to open your 
browser and search for its name in 
Google. The results are sometimes full 
of technical jargon, but you probably 
aren’t the first person to ever look up 
the item, so just visit the links and see 
what other people are saying. It’s 
usually quickly apparent when an item 
is adware or malware, but if little or 
nothing interesting is returned by 
your search, you can assume that the 
program is safe and can be left alone. 

Alternative to Autoruns 

No other tool is as good at 
analysing Windows start-up 
items as Autoruns, but it is 
worth taking a look at Starter 
(bit.ly/start367), which was 
designed for XP and Vista, 
but still works in Windows 7 
and 8. It isn’t as powerful as 
Autoruns, but it’s better than 
the basic Windows System 
Configuration tool (which 
you can get to by pressing 
Windows+R and typing 
msconf ig then Enter).

Changing the default 
printer 

Q My HP Envy 110 printer can print 
wirelessly, but I have it connected 
to my computer via USB and only use 
the wired option. However, as soon as 
I’ve printed something, the printer 
switches to the wireless setting. This 
means I have to change it back to the 
wired option every time I want to print. 
Can you explain why this keeps 
happening?

A The printer requires two drivers, 
one wired and one wireless. 
Sometimes, when installing the 
software for a printer, both drivers 
install at the same time and appear as 
two separate printers in ‘Devices and 
Printers’ in the Control Panel. One of

Plagued by a PUP 

Q My default browser is Firefox, but on 
two recent occasions it was suddenly 
replaced by SearchAssist.net. A scan 
with Malwarebytes Anti-Malware (www 
.malwarebytes.org) showed it to be a 
PUP (Potentially Unwanted Program). I 
managed to delete it with some effort, 
but I wondered how dangerous this PUP 
is? I am always careful to open only sites 
that are shown as safe by Norton and 
WOT (www.mywot.com). I would 
appreciate your advice.

which indicates that it is the wired 
default option (the one that’s 
automatically selected when you 
print). In your case, the wrong one is 
set as the default. Right-click the 
printer and select ‘Set as default 
printer’. 


A SearchAssist.net is a search engine 
that can be used as an alternative to 
Google and Bing. The first few links in 
its search results are adverts, which is 
probably how it makes money, but it’s 
not malware, so your anti-virus software 
won’t block it, and it’s not installed by 
visiting the SearchAssist.net website or 
any other site. 

What’s probably happened is that 
you’ve installed free software that was 
bundled with components, such as a 
browser toolbar, search engine and 
homepage settings. PUPs are harmless, 
but many people find them irritating, 
especially if they’ve been installed on 
a PC without the user realising. 

HARDWARE 

CD drive not working 

Q My PC’s CD drive doesn’t seem to be 
working properly. It doesn’t read CDs 
correctly and, if I try to add more files to 
a rewritable CD, it shows a message 
saying that it’s read-only.

A The fault could be with the drive or 
the disc. The CD may be scratched 
and even a greasy fingerprint can 
prevent it from being read or written to. 
Try reading several CDs to make sure 
that it’s not just one faulty disc. If all or 
most of them don’t read correctly, then 
it is a drive problem. Try burning several 
CD-Rs or CD-RWs of different brands. If 
they all exhibit the same problem, this 
also indicates a drive problem. 

When a CD/DVD drive starts playing 
up, the only solution is to get a new one. 
If you have a desktop PC, it should be 
easy to access and remove the old 
drive. A new one can cost as little as 
£12. If you can’t remove the old drive, or 
you’d prefer a simple solution that 
doesn’t involve opening the computer, 
get an external USB drive. Budget 
models are available from £20. 

PHOTOS 

Recovering corrupt photos 

Q l have about 40 photos on my laptop 
that I am unable to view. I used to be 
able to double-click the file to view them 
with no problems. Then one day, they 
simply wouldn’t open. Adobe Photoshop 
Elements 4, which I always used before, 
now displays the message: “Could not 
complete your request because JPEG 
marker segment length is too short (the 
file may be truncated or incomplete)’’. 
What’s even stranger is that I have over 
100 other photos in the same folder that 
work fine. 

I have ignored this problem for a long 
time, but I am now organising my photos 
and would like to actually see what I 
have and whether they are worth 
keeping. I am using a Dell Inspiron laptop 
with Windows 7. It is regularly checked 
with Norton Security and I have 
performed several full system checks 
with no problems reported. How do I 
recover these pictures?

A Drive errors can cause problems for 
just one file, so having 100 
unaffected photos in the same folder 
doesn’t mean anything. Checking your 
hard drive is quick and easy, and you 
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should do this whenever you suspect 
there is a problenn. Open an Explorer 
window and select Computer on the 
left. Right-click the drive (such as C:) 
and select Properties on the menu. 

Select the Tools 
tab and click 
‘Check now’ in 
the ‘Error- 
checking’ 
section. The 
option to 
‘Automatically 
fix file system 
errors’ is ticked 
by default, but 
the other 
option (‘Scan 
for and 
attempt 
recovery of 
bad sectors’) is not, because it isn’t 
often needed. However, if you have a 
few hours to spare, tick that too. Click 
Start, click ‘Schedule disk check’, then 
restart Windows. 

This won’t repair corrupt photos, but 
you should check the drive anyway, 
then try a free photo repair and 
recovery tool, such as File Repair 
(filerepairl.com) or JPEGsnoop (bit.ly/ 
jpeg367). Free trials of Picture Doctor 
(bit.ly/picdoc367) and JPEG Recovery 
(bit.ly/jpegrec367) show whether a 
photo is recoverable before you buy 
them. However, the images may be 
beyond recovery and there’s no 
guarantee that these tools can fix them. 

INTERNET 

Skype requests Microsoft 
account 

Q l have had a Skype account for years, 
long before the service became part 
of Microsoft, and it worked fine. Now, 
when I connect to Skype with my 
Windows 8.1 desktop PC, a pop-up 
sometimes appears requesting that I 
enter my Microsoft account details to 
proceed. I neither have nor want a 
Microsoft account. Is there any way to 
stop these requests?

A A Microsoft account is just a 
username and password; no 
payment information is required and 
you don’t need to buy anything. What it 
does is let you use free services such as 
Skype for making internet calls; 
OneDrive for storing files online; 

Outlook for managing extra email 
accounts; and online Office web apps 
including Word, Excel, PowerPoint and 


OneNote. There are lots of free apps 
you can download from the Windows 
Store, too. Go ahead and sign up; there’s 
nothing to lose and a lot to gain.

Printer not spooling 

Q My elderly but hitherto extremely 
reliable Dell Inspiron 9300, which 
runs Windows XP Pro, has suddenly 
developed a problem. It will not run the 
print spooler, which has resulted in a 
total inability to print. Typing net 
start spooler brings up a window 
stating that the print spooler is starting, 
and it appears to be running when I look 
at it in Properties from the ‘Printers and 
Faxes’ section. However, any attempt to 
print a document produces nothing or, 
occasionally, just the first few lines, and 
then the ‘Printer and Faxes’ folder shows 
“Unable to connect”. 

My default printer is Wi-Fi connected 
and prints correctly from other PCs, as 
do my other hard-wired printers. Apart 
from replacing the PC, which is not an 
option since this would force a change to 
the totally unacceptable Windows 8, 
what do you suggest?

Starting the Print Spooler service 
often helps, but in your case it hasn’t, so 

RADIO 

BBC radio has 
disappeared 

Q BBC radio stations no longer use 
the Windows Media format and I 
can’t now pick them up on my Tangent 
Quattro internet radio. How do I retune 
the radio to get them back?

A You can read about the BBC’s 
changes to its radio streaming 
services on its Internet Blog (bit 
.Iy/bbcrad367). Support for Windows 
Media has now stopped, which isn’t a 
problem if you’re listening via a 
mobile app or browser, but it may 
have an effect on internet radios. 

Some internet radios have provided 
a firmware update to tune into the 
BBC. To check for updates on the 
Tangent Quattro, press the Select 
button and turn the Tune knob until 


more drastic measures are required. 

Here is how to clear out all the printer 
drivers for a fresh start. Switch on the 
PC and press F8 a couple of times to 
access the start-up menu, then select 
Safe Mode from the list of options. 

When the Desktop appears, open an 
Explorer window, go to: 

C:\Windows\System32\Spool\Printers 

and delete all the files it contains. 

Then go to: 

C:\Windows\System32\Spool\ 

Drivers\w32x86 

and delete all the files in there, too. 

Click Start, Run and type regedit to 
open the Registry Editor. Export your 
Registry from the File menu, in case 
anything goes wrong. Go to the 
following key in the left-hand pane: 

HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\SYSTEM\ 
CurrentControlSet\Control\Print\ 
Environments\Windows NT x86 

Expand it and delete all the subkeys it 
contains except ‘Drivers and Print 
Processors’. Next, go to: 

HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\SYSTEM\ 

CurrentControlSet\Control\Print\ 

Monitors 

and delete all keys apart from BJ 
Language Monitor, Local Port, PJL 
Language Monitor, Standard TCP/IP 
Port and USB Monitor. Quit the Registry 
Editor, disconnect any printers and 
restart the computer in normal mode. 
Qnce you’ve reinstalled the printer 
driver, you should be able to print. 



Can’t get BBC on your internet radio?

Lollipop problems 
licked 

About a month ago, I had an update for 
my Google Nexus 7 tablet, which let me 
download and install the latest version 
of Android - 5.0 Lollipop. I soon wished 
I hadn’t because it made the tablet so 
slow and unresponsive that it was no 
longer any fun to use. Apps took ages 
to load and ran very slowly. I also have 
a friend who recently updated their 
phone to Lollipop, which then 
developed various bugs and problems, 
including apps not working properly. 

The solution for both of us was to 
reset our devices and erase everything. 
This returns all the settings to their 
factory defaults but keeps the current 
version of Android. It is a bit like 
getting a new tablet or phone, which 
means you have to set everything up 
again, but it’s worth it because my 
Nexus 7 and my friend’s phone are 
working normally again. 

Go to Settings and find ‘Backup and 
restore’. As long as you have ‘Back up 
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‘Factory data reset’ can solve problems 
with your Android device 

my data’ and ‘Automatic restore’ 
enabled, you can use ‘Factory data 
reset’. The device restarts and should 
be like new. Log into your Google 
account and you can restore most of 
your stuff, including apps, settings, 
contacts, and so on. It’s a drastic step 
but Lollipop now runs much faster and 
more smoothly on my Nexus 7.

Speed up your hard drive 

I have found some Registry hacks on the 
internet that claim to speed up your hard 
drive. I have been using these for about a 
week with no problems and it may be my 
imagination, but the drive does seem 
faster. To add them to your PC, press 
Windows+R and type regedit to open 
the Registry Editor. Go to:

The right-hand pane will probably be 
empty. Right-click the empty space and 
select New, ‘DWORD (32-bit) Value’. Do 
it four times and create four values with 
the following names: 
NoLowDiskSpaceChecks 
NoResolveSearch 
NoResolveTrack 


NoInternetOpenWith 
After creating each one, double-click it 
and type 1 (the number one) for the 
value. Quit the Registry Editor and 
restart Windows. Hopefully, your PC will 
be a tiny bit quicker. 

The Registry hacks stop Windows 
making unnecessary checks, such as for 
low drive space which, on my PC, is 
pointless because I have a 1TB hard drive 
that I’m never going to fill. To undo these 
changes, return to the Registry Editor, 
right-click each one and select Delete.

Move your screenshots 

The Prt Scr key on your keyboard can be 
used to take a screenshot. Press it and an 
image of your screen is saved to the 
clipboard. You can then open or switch 



to a paint program, photo editor or 
something similar and press Ctrl+V to 
paste it from the clipboard. 

Windows 8 has an extra function. If 
you hold down the Windows key while 
pressing Prt Scr, the screenshot is saved 
to a special folder: 

C:\Users\YourName\Pictures\ 

Screenshots. 

If you want to save screenshots to a 
different folder, open your Pictures folder 
in an Explorer window, right-click the 
Screenshots folder and select Properties 
on the menu. Go to the Location tab to 
show the current location, then click the 
Move button and choose another 
location, such as a different folder or 
partition on the hard drive.

Create an up-to-date 
installation disc 

When I recently installed Windows XP on 
a virtual machine, I was chuffed that I’d 
had the foresight to integrate Service 
Pack 3 into the original CD using NLite 
(www.nliteos.com). This saved me from 
the time-consuming process of 
downloading and installing SP3 again, 
although it still took about four hours to 
install all the hotfixes and updates that 
follow SP3. 

Creating a system image is a good way 
of avoiding this lengthy process if you 
only use one PC. If you need to use an 
installation disc with multiple PCs, you

should try using NLite to add all 
Windows updates to it. 

Microsoft issues updates via the 
Update Centre, but it’s also possible to 
download them so that they can be 
installed several times. The updates for 
XP have been collated into a single 
update pack, which is available from 
WinCert.net (bit.ly/rollup367). So, by 
downloading SPl.l, SP3 and the update 
pack, you can use NLite to convert an 
original Windows XP installation disc into 
a slick SP3 disc that contains all available 
updates, cutting the installation time 
dramatically. XP may be a thing of the 
past, but I won’t be ditching it any time 
soon, so I find the program incredibly 
handy. Because it’s such a great idea, 
NLite’s developer has made a version of 
the tool that works with all versions of 
Windows from 7 onwards. It’s available 
from www.ntlite.com, so try using it to 
update your tired old installation disc. 

If you’d rather not use NLite, you can 
try Win Toolkit (bit.ly/wintoolkit367), 
which also lets you customise an 
installation disc. WHDownloader (bit.ly/ 
hotfix367) is another handy tool for 
collecting together hotfixes.

I don’t know which OS you have 
installed on the laptop, but you could try 
opening Control Panel and looking for 
‘Find and fix problems’ under ‘System 
and Security’. From here, select ‘Run 
maintenance tasks’ or ‘Check for 
performance issues’, if you can see them. 
If the laptop is running Windows 7, you 
should also press Windows+R, type 
%temp% and press Enter. If this folder 
contains a lot of files and folders, it could 
be slowing down the PC. 

The free version of CCleaner (www 
.piriform.com/ccleaner) lets you clear 
your temporary file cache and check your 
start-up items for anything unnecessary 
that’s taking up memory. There’s a helpful 
tutorial on the developer’s site at bit.ly/ 
ccleaner367. Uninstalling rarely used 
programs and defragging your hard drive 
always helps as well. 

Although it’s a bit of a pain if you don’t 
have an up-to-date system image, 
Windows inevitably benefits from the 
occasional reinstall, so you could try that 
if the laptop is still running slowly.

If you want all the pages, 
print on both sides. Automatic duplex 
printers are not expensive these days.

One of the girls in our 
year - now a fully grown woman, of 
course - had just died. Arrangements 
were being made to send messages of 
condolence to her funeral and someone 
started a collection for flowers from her 
old schoolfriends. 

Because I was 
(involuntarily) part 
of this group and 
had read these 
messages on my 
timeline, I was 
publicly listed 
among the people 
who had “seen” these messages on 
Facebook. 

Suddenly, I felt under uncomfortable 
pressure to write a message of 
condolence to someone I barely 
remembered, who I hadn’t seen for a 
quarter of a century, and who was to all 
intents and purposes a complete 


stranger. Would old schoolfriends think 
me callous for not writing anything, 
knowing I had seen the message? 
Would people think me tight if I didn’t 
chip in for the flowers? 

If you’re reading this and thinking: 
“Get a grip, man. A woman’s just died 
and all you’re 
worried about is 
whether people 
think you’re a 
skinflint,” trust me, 
I’ve had the very 
same internal 
monologue. I’m not 
proud of my 
reaction. But I’m spectacularly annoyed 
with Facebook for making me feel this 
awkward in the first place. 

Nobody should be thrust into a group 
without their express permission. Yet, 
Facebook lets any of your “friends” add 
you to a group, which is then publicly 
listed on your profile, without your
